. Bank Leumi moyed yesterday to 
oa borrowing costs for the first time 
since the announcement of the new 
economic policy. Jumping the gon 
ahead of rival commercial banks, 
and despite foot dragging from the 
Bank of Israel, .Leumi said that it6 
interest charges to borrowers would 
be reduced by 1 per cent from next 
Monday. 

The key used- for calculating in- 
terest paid by various classes of bor- 
rowers- the prime rate -win stand at 
13 per cent, while the excess interest 
charged customers who overdraw . 
their credit limits wiD r emain at TVi 
per cent higher. For salary earners, 
for example, the basic rate will now 
be 15 per cent, down from 16 per 
cent, and the excess rate win be 22.5 
per cent 

At the same time,' Leumi 
announced that the authorized cre- 


dit line given to every salary earner 
will be donbled, from IS75,00Q to 
IS150.000. 

Jcant accounts receiving two salar- 
ies win have a hew limit of 
XS320.000. 

The decision comes against a 
background of falling demand for 
credit and large liquidity surpluses in 
the banking system. While the Bank 
of Israel is not satisfied that credit 
demand has slackened sufficiently to 
warrant a fall in interest rates, Leumi 
- the largest bank but not the largest 
lender- went ahead alone. 

Leumi sources said last night that 
further falls could be expected soon. 
Financial analysts said that the 1 per 
cent drop was not significant in itself, 
only as aportentof a new downward 
trend emerging. 

Meanwhile, other banks were 
studying Leumi's move, but had not 
decided whether to follow suit. 


Bar-Lev, Kraus defend

New York Police Department cap- 
tain, has agreed to the polygraph 
examination, as have several other 
policeman accused by Israeli of the 
beatine. . 


According to a personal acquaint- 
ance of both Israeli 'and Kleinman. 
“neither man is the type to get into 
such a mess.” 

Foreign correspondent Jim Leder- 
man, who in January interviewed 
Kleinman and as a Jerusalem news- 
man knows Israeli, told The Jeru- 
salem Post that Kleinman has “no 
discernible political views, and was, 
at least with me, very sensitive to the 
needs of the press.” 

Lederman accompanied Klein- 
man on the job in January as part of a 
series of broadcasts on terrorism and 
counter-terrorism.

HAIFA - A freak accident was the 
cause of the dysentery epidemic that 
swept three bayside suburb 
. townships this week. The Jerusalem 
Post learned yesterday. 

Investigators have discovered that 
sewage leaking from a damaged pipe 
bad seeped into a ground water weif 
near Shfaram. 

- Tests on water from the well con- 
firmed that it was. heavily polluted 
. with fiscal matter. . 

A subsequent search in the area 
revealed the damaged sewage pipe. 

: Tlte Mekorot water company, on 
the advice of health experts, dosed 
off supplies from the well yesterday 
after previous tests had pointed to its 
being the source of the problem. The 
suspicions were confirmed with the 
analysis of water from the well. 

But in Tel Aviv, Mekorot officials 
rejected the Health Ministry's ex- 
planation that sewage leaking into 
the water supply had caused the 
epidemic. ■■■ 


About 4,000 people have been 
affected by the outbreak and the 
number seems to be increasing de- 
spite Health Ministry statements 
that the numbers would start to 
ctrop. Most of those affected are 
children. 

■ The disorder causes diarrhea, high 
fever and vomiting. 

According to Mekorot chief en- 
. gineer Shmuel Kantor. Israel's water 
supply nationwide is checked every 
two- weeks, and the bayside water 
supply was checked a week before 
the outbreak and with no contamina- 
tion found. 

Mekorot technicians checked the 
spot where the sewage was believed 
to have seeped into a central water 
pipe. The results of the check will be 
known today, Kantor said. 

Similar disorders had been caused 
by pesticide residues on fruits and 
vegetables, and produce irrigated 
with waste water, Kantor said. 
Mekorot had increased the chlorine 
in the main water supply as a precau-

Arab women continue

Two of the Palestinians are resi- 
dents of Israeli-administered terri- 
tories and have been named by reli- 
able sources as Hanna Seniora. edi- 
tor of the proFatah east Jerusalem 
daily al-Fajr. and Faez Abu Rahme. 
chairman of the Gaza Chamber of 
Advocates. 


Neither could be reached for com- 
ment or confirmation last night. Va- 
rious sources indicated last night, 
however, that neither of the two men 
were likely to turn down the invita- 
tion to participate in the talks. With 
the talks dearly endorsed by PLO 
chief Yasser Arafat, the invitation 
was more like an order. 

Seniors and Abu Rahme were 
reportedly selected from a short-list 
of other local figures, including 
Hamdi Kan'aan of Nablus and the 
deposed former mayor of Hebron, 
Mustapha Natshe. 

Other names being bandied about 
last night were Henry Catan. the

Peres disappointed, 
Shamir dismissive

NAIROBI. - The police were called 
into a workshop between Israelis 
and Arabs at the Forum event of the 
UN womens' conference here 
yesterday, after the Jewish women 
were pushed and shoved by PLO 
supporters. 

The day before, another work- 
shop broke up in disarray when the 
Jewish group walked out in protest 
after their attempts to speak were 
drowned out by shouts of “Kahane, 
Kahaae.” 

Workshops involving Arabs and 
Jews have been marred by Arab- 
Israeli altercations as Arabs make 
outrageous allegations and Jews 
attempt to deny them. 

A typical example of Arab charges 
was made in a workshop yesterday, 
when one woman said: “Palestinians 
are force-fed in prison - and when 
they die from the forced feeding, 
their bodies are refrigerated until the 
jail sentence ends.” 


The Arab women continued, en- 
couraged by their audience's avid 
response. 

Whenever a workshop with a Jew- 
ish or Israeli participant is held. 
Soviets and Palestinians and tbeir 
helpers - including some Israeli 
Arabs and Jews - appear to disrupt 
proceedings. Israeli and other Jew- 
ish participants have been matching 
this tactic by appearing at Arab 
workshops to counter the charges. In 
the Arab workshops, the Jews are 
consistently denied the right of rep- 
ly- 

Yesterday morning. Wizo repre- 
sentatives Evelyn Summer and Afe" 
na Lurie complained about the anti- 
Israel bias of the daily newspaper. 
Forum , which reports on the pre- 
vious day's events. When Summer 
challenged the use of the word 
“Palestine,” the editor, a Norwe- 
gian, asked, “But there is a country 
Palestine, isnt’t there?”

It would be difficult for Mur- 
phy to refuse to meet them. 

Seniora, who has been editor of 
al-Fajr for several years, is an East

‘Soviets can join talks after ties renewed’

The Israeli consul in Pretoria who 
issued some 200 Somfa African Mac- 
cabiah participants with “potential 
immigrant" (‘A-l') visas told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that he had 
acted “in good faith. ” 

The consul. Gad Labad. said that 
Ambassador Eliabu Lankin “as 
head of mission is aware of and 
involved in all the actions of our 
embassy.’’ Lahad had “no com- 
ment" when asked, in a telephone 
interview, whether the decision to 
issue the visas was taken in Pretoria 
or in Jerusalem. 

As reported in yesterday's Post, 
the South African sportsmen are

Israel has long maintained that the 
Soviets can have no role in Middle 
East peacemaking because they 
have no formal relations with Israel.

Peres: Programme’s aim to avert disaster

Prime Minister Peres went on tele- 
vision last night to drive home the 
message that the economic- 
stabilization programme was the 
least harmful way of averting econo- 
mic disaster.

The Foreign Ministry has publicly 
upbraided Egyptian charge d'af- 
faires Mohammed Bassiouni over an 
interview he gave to The Jerusalem 
Post this week.

The ministry spokesman said that 
particular exception had been taken 
to Bassiouni's “statements at the end 
of the interview referring to pur- 
ported positions of the vice, prime 
minister and foreign minister.” 

At the end of the interview, Bas- 


siouni was quoted as saying that 
while Vice Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir welcomed news of unilateral 
Egyptian steps to improve relations, 
be seemed to think that the “cold 
peace” could remain frozen for 
another three years without de- 
teriorating. 

The Foreign Ministry bridled at 
Bassiouni's open criticism of Sha- 
mir’s stance on Taba. which opposes 
arbitration and insists on concilia- 
tion. 

Other government quarters in 


Jerusalem, predictably, found them- 
selves in sympathy with Bassiouni's 
sentiments. 

In Prime Minister Peres's circle, 
meanwhile, there are signs of re- 
newed determination to push the 
Taba issue towards satisfactory re- 
solution - on the understanding that 
this would induce an immediate and 
across-the-board thaw in thp “cold 
peace" with Egypt.

But a number of 
them - such as Uzi Narkiss of the 
Information Department and Avra- 
ham Katz of the Youth and Hehalutz 
Department - have exceeded the 
limit in recent years. 

Dulzin himself was abroad to 
attend meeting of the Memorial 
Foundation for Jewish Culture. 


Kuwait cancels ‘frontline’ aid 


KUWAIT (Reuter) - Kuwait's par- 
liament voted yesterday to cancel 
for mal aid pledged to “frontline" 
states bordering Israel under a 197S 
Arab summit resolution in Baghdad.

then" and drastic action would have 
led to mass unemployment. 

Listing measures tnat he said are 
intended to increase tax collection 
from people who own their own 
business and from companies, he 
said that the government intends to 
raise 20 per cent less taxes from 
workers and 20 per cent more from 
companies and independent oper- 
ators. He continually stressed that 
inflation itself hurt the salaried 
worker while allowing those with 
capital to get rich. 

Lacing his vigorous delivery with 
pithy stories and examples, Peres 
seemed relatively successful in per- 
suading his interlocutors that he had 
not postponed drastic action during 
the winter because of the Histadrut 
elections in May. He also defended 
both of the package deals between 
the government, the employers and 
the Histadrut, saying that despite 
several faults they had been relative- 
ly successful in cooling down the 
economy. He also defended the use 
of emergency regulations, saying 
that speed was imperative to stop a 
foreign-currency crisis, and that the 
government had been empowered 
by the Knesset to use such regula- 
tions for exactly these purposes. 

Peres promised that no more drastic 
measures that would affect the pub- 
lic's buying power could be expected 
on October 1. when the three-month 
price freeze is over.

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‘Who’s a Jew* law to be re-tabled

Twenty Knesset members yester- 
day agreed to sponsor the same 
amendment to the Law of Return, 
commonly called the “Who’s a Jew” 
law, which was defeated six months 
ago by a vote of 62 to 51. 

The amendment would stipulate 
that all conversions to Judaism for 
the purposes of that law must be 
carried out according to Halacha. 

The compulsory six-month 
cooling-off period between the de- 
feat of a private members' bill and its 
re-tabling in the Knesset lapsed this 
week. However, the proposal is not 
likely to have its preliminary reading 
until October, when the Knesset sits 
after the summer recess. 

■ While all the religious parties pay 
lip service to the proposal and their 
members are among the 20 signator- 
ies, they are divided among them- 
selves over the wisdom and useful- 
ness of the amendment. Hence, 
these parties will not all push in 
equal measure to get the amendment 
through, and it may not get more 
than die 51 votes that were insuffi- 
cient on January 16 to get it through 
the preliminary reading. 


Prime Minister Peres and his 
Alignment faction bold the key to 
the fate of the amendment. If they 
decide to allow a free vote in die ' 
faction, to buy the present or future 
support of the religious parties, the 
proposal could well muster enough 
votes to pass. Six months ago, the 
Alignment ordered its members to 
vote against the amendment. 

Rabbi Berke Wolf of Kfar Habad, 
the local lobbyist for the Lubavitcher 
Rebbe, spent three days in the Knes- 
set this week collecting sponsors for 
the private members' biU. • 

Of all the religious factions, 
Mora&ha responded the most quick- 
ly enthusiastically to the summons of 
the Habad leader from the U.S. 

Three of the four Shas MK$ who 
were reluctant at first to promise 
Wolf their support gave in when they 
heard how many religious and secu- 
lar MKs were ready to sponsor the 
amendment. 

Shas bolds that the most effective 
way to assure halachic conversions 
would be to amend the Rabbinical 
Courts Law to give such courts grea- 
ter power to scrutinize all conver- 
sions carried out abroad. Shas says 
that its proposal would not be merely _ 


declarative, like the measure called 
for by the Lubavitcher Rebbe. 

Shas circles are aware that the call 
to amend the Law of Return is partly 
motivated by the desire of religious 
circles in the U.S. to deligitimize 
non-Orthodox rabbis. Shas does not 
give this objective such high priority. 

The Agudat Yisrael faction, while 
unable to reject the initiative to 
amend the Law of Return, prefers to 
devote its energies now to the leg- 
islation b annin g the sale of pork, 
which it sponsored. The “Pig Law.” 
as it is popularly called in the Knes- 
set, is ready for return to the plenum 
for the regular first reading next 
week, but it cannot possibly get to 
the final reading before the winter 
session opens in October. 

Two MKs of the National Reli- 
gious Party have agreed to put their 
names on the private members' bill 
when it is retabled in October.- The 
NRP, at the same time, has never 
shown any readiness to work hard to 
amend the Law of Return, on. the 
grounds that its purpose is symbolic. 

The 20 sponsors are nine from the 
Likud, three from Shas. two each 
from the NRP, Aguda and Morasha, 
and one each from Tehiya and Tami.

A book written by The Jerusalem 
Post's Philip Gillon, remains on the 
list of 350 books banned by the army 
censor for distribution in the admi- 
nistered territories. 

Gillon's biography of the late Eli 
Eliachar Living with Palestinians , 
and veteran Davar West Bank cor- 
respondent Danny Rubinstein's On 
the Lord’s Side: Gush Emunim , a 
study of the rise to the Jewish settle- 
ment movement, were banned 
several years ago. But the books 
were understood to have been 
among those titles released as part of 
the government's policy of “impro- 
ving the quality of life in the territor- 
ies.” 

Military sources have said that the 
books remain banned because the 
Arabic introductions to editions 
published in Arab countries are very 


hostile to Israel, while the books 
themselves are not. 

“Elie Eliachar, one of the finest 
Israelis I ever met, a leading Sephar- 
di in Israel and head of the Sephardi 
party in the Knesset, believed that 
Zionist leaders had always been 
completely ignorant of Arab aspira- 
tions,” Gillon said last night. In 
particular, Eliachar considered Gol- 
da Meir’s repeated assertions ‘that 
there was no' such thing as a Palesti- 
nian people utterly absurd. 

He noted that Egyptian publisher 
Anis Mansour, a dose confidant of 
the late President Anwar Sadat 
had pirated the book and written an 
80-page introduction in Arabic. 
“Eliachar read that and never com- 
plained, although I don't know what 
Mansour wrote”. Gillon said. 

Mansour has frequently written in 
an anti-Semitic vein.

South African members of the 
Maccabi Modi'im team refused to 


talk to The Post yesterday. But a 
spokesman for the South African 
Zionist Federation said that every 
Jewish sportsman was entitled to 
participate in the Maccabiah. 

The Maccabiah is- recognized by 
the International Olympic Commit- 
tee as one of its official regional 
games. The South Africans have 
been banned from a number of 
Olympic sports since 1965. The In- 
ternational Federations of the fol- 
lowing sports ban South Africa be- 
cause of its apartheid policy: track 
and field, swimming, water polo, 
weight lifting, wrestling, diving and 
table tennis. 

Recently there has been a virtual 
blanket ban against South African 
sportsmen, and this is supposed to 
apply even at an all- Jewish sports 
meet like the Maccabiah.

MFO hopes New Zealanders win stay

The Multinational Force and Obser- 
vers (MFO) in Sinai hopes that the 
small New Zealand contingent serv- 
ing with the Australian helicopter 
unit of the MFO will continue to 
serve when the Australians are re- 
placed by Canadians next year. 

Peter Constable, the American 
director-general of the MFO, is in 
Wellington, New Zealand for talks 
on this matter with the civilian and 
military authorities there. 

Since the MFO was formed in 


1982, some two dozen New Zealan- 
ders have served alongside the 100- 
plus Australians in joint helicopter- 
borne patrol and logistic missions. 

The Australians are to be pulled 
out following a decision by Canber- 
ra’s socialist government some 
months ago. The Socialists, who 
were in opposition when the MFO 
came into being, were never com- 
fortable with a non-UN peacekeep- 
ing role for Australia. 

Canada was persuaded to fill the 
gap by diplomatic efforts from 
Washington, Cairo and Jerusalem. 


Two held in scheme to defraud Bezek 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - Two suspects in 
a conspiracy to defraud the Bezek 
telecommunications company of 
some IS1 billion are to be held in 
custody, with their agreement, until 
July 30, when a court here is to 
decide on a prosecution request to 
remand the men until the end of 
proceedings against them. 

Paul Koenig, 35. a Belgian, and 
Yitzhak Yinon, 27, an Israeli living 
in Holland, were arraigned' on the 
conspiracy and fraud charges earlier 
this month, but publication of the 
case was only permitted on Tuesday. 

The prosecution says that Koenig 


and Yinon arrived in the country last 
April with seven cheques stolen 
from Bezek by unknown persons. 
Koenig is alleged to have deposited 
the cheques in his account in a Tel 
Aviv bank, converted the money 
into dollars, and then tried to smug- 
gle the currency abroad.

ing to seek a compromise with the 
Histadrut. 

But, Sharon- added, any com- 
promise must be within the 
framework of the budget cuts set by 
the cabinet for personnel costs. 
Thus, a solution could be less dismis- 
sals and larger wage cuts, or a smal- 
ler wage reduction with more firings. 

According to ministry officials the 
Treasury is concerned with the possi- 
bility that the Histadrut wants to 
drag the talks on to August 1, when 
the 14 per cent increment is to be 
paid to private-sector. workers. That 
payment could be seen by the labour 
federation as a test-case to measure 
the government’s firmness of pur- 
pose, the sources added.

New machine disintegrates kidney stones 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

A machine that disintegrates kid- 
ney stones with shock waves was 
inaugurated yesterday at the Hadas- 
sah Medical Centre in Ein Kerem. 
Jerusalem. 

The machine, called a Lithotrip- 
ter, facilitates the removal of kidney 
stones without surgery. It has been 
successfully used in Germany. The 
Hadassah model, the only one in 




Israel so far. cost about $2 million 
and was bought with the help of 
donations. Specialists say Lithotrip- 
ter treatment will replace about 80 
per cent of kidney stone operations. 

The treatment lasts 45 minutes 
under local or general anesthetic and 
hospitalization is five days instead of 
the usual 12. The equipment is im- 
portant for Israel, which has 1 1 times 
as many cases of kidney stones as the 
average in the western world.

the inspector-general during his 
Knesset speech, adding that the state 
comptroller’s office has the power to 
investigate police brutality, but re- 
lies on the police for such inquiries. 

Kraus confirmed that he had 
approved Bar-Lev’s offer to the 
Knesset on Tuesday to refer cases of 
police brutality to civilian courts 
rather than to police disciplinary 
courts. He said foe police are ready 
to discuss other ways to try cases of 
police brutality. 

Bar-Lev and Kraus said civilian 
courts are more lenient in dealing 
with the police than internal disci- 
plinary courts. 

A new police department to teach 
officers about morality, democracy 
and against violence had been set up 
before the Israeli incident, Kraus 
said. He said reports of police brutal- 
ity had already declined by 20 
per cent in foe past six months. 

Bar-Lev noted that during his first 
four months in office, starting in 
September, he was called to the 
Knesset “almost every week” to 
answer MKs' questions about police 
brutality. Since February, he said, 
the Israeli case is the first that has 
come up in the Knesset.

HAIFA. - A small explosive device 
went off harmlessly outside the Zim 
building in Sderot Pal Yam in down- 
town Haifa yesterday. 

It was the fifth explosion in the 
' Haifa district in the past two months. 

The device, which had ben hidden 
in bushes, exploded -around noon 
without causing any damage. The 
police closed the area while sappers 
searched for other charges. 

After nearly an hour, the area was 
declared safe and foe main road 
re-opened to traffic. 


The police detained 70 persons for 
questioning, but many of them were 
later released. 

Last week, two similar bombs 
went off outside the district court- 
house in Haifa and in Hadera'S main 
square. 

The Haifa District Police spokes- 
man said that since all the devices 
had exploded before being found, it 
was very important for the public to 
be on the alert and report suspicious 
objects. 

He said the police were “fairly 
certain” that the explosives were the 
work of terrorists. 


Nazi hunter finishes career, 
accepts that Mengele is dead

HAIFA. - Nazi hunter Tuvia Fried- 
man is retiring afteT devoting 40 
years of his life to tracking down 
Nazi criminals. 

Friedman explained to reporters 
yesterday the reason for his decision, 
saying he was convinced that Josef 
Mengele. the last of the notorious 
Nazi war criminals, was dead. 

He intends to close his Nazi War 
Crimes Documentation Centre here 
and donate the material to the Cen- 
tre for Holocaust Studies at Haifa 
University. 

Friedman said he had met Amer- 
ican experts who had investigated 
foe bones said to be Mengeie's that 
were removed from a grave near Sao 
Paulo, Brazil. 

They have reconstructed the 


skeleton and concluded that it was 
that of the notorious '‘angel of 
death” 

Friedman, who at the end of 
World War II was responsible for 
bringing to trial nearly 2000 Nazi wax 
criminals and lateT was instrumental 
in tracking down Adolf Eichmann, 
said he now had nothing else to work 
for and was therefore giving up the 
: hum for Nazi criminals. 

The sprightly 63-year-old Fried- 
man said he' would devote his time to 
preparing a directory of Nazi crimin- 
als who had been brought to trial 
with the help of Israeli authorities, 
and to giving lectures on the subject. 

“If other people wish to continue 
tracking down less-well-known 
Nazis. I wish them luck, but I am 
giving up the hunt.” he said.

If a person is beaten in a police 
station and a commander is some- 
where in foe building, he will be held 
responsible,” Kraus said.

HAIFA. - Ala workers complained 
yesterday that they no longer have ‘ 
any money to live on following Fi- 
nance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i’s 
about-face on his promise to pay 
their June salaries in full. 

The workers have not received 
any wages for more than six weeks 
and the Treasury is prepared to give 
them only their basic salaries - after 
promising full payments including 
premiums and bonuses for shift 
work. 

“We have been living on bor- 
rowed money and our overdrafts, 
but now even this is no longer possi- 
ble,” said Nabil Hamud. an Ata 
worker for the past 11 years. 

“This added strain on the workers 
is causing quarrels in our families 
because we just don’t have money to 
buy our daily bread,” he added. 

Ata has become a statistic and its 
workers are no longer classed^ 
people, a veteran employee at the 
Kiryat Ata factory charged. 

We are surrounded by an impo- 
tent government and a labour fed- 


eration that doesn't care,” said Yossi 
Chemi, a member of the Ata works 
commirree. 

Appeals to foe Histadrut have also 
been unsuccessful. “There was a 
time when the Histadrut would have 
paid our wages out of its strike fund, 
but now they don’t even think about 
giving us any money," said Chemi. 

“After all foe promises made to us 
we've been left with nothing - not 
even the means to support our own 
families.” he added. 

Members of the works committee 
were last night trying to arrange a 
meeting with Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar over the 
labour federation's promise to raise 
$5 million to help save the textile 
concern. Moda’i has said that if the 
Histadrut guarantees this sum, he 
will arrange a meeting with the Gal 
concern, which is still interested in 
taking over Ata. So far the labour 
federation has declined to make a 
firm commitment. 

Meanwhile. Ata workers have 
been informed that from Sunday 
they can register as jobless, thereby 
becoming eligible for unemploy- 
ment benefits.

Beaches rid of pollution from oil spQl

Beaches affected by last week’s oil 
spill off Ashkelon tanker port have 
been cleaned and are fit for bathing. 
Dr. Uri Marinov, director of the 
Environmental Protection Service, 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Aided by special emergency 
budgeting from the service, local 
authorities hired extra manpower, in 
addition to regular beach- 
maintenance staff,, to rid the surf of 
floating oil stains. 

Marinov said the spill occurred 


before dawn last Thursday when a 
tanker- to- port oil hose ruptured, 
leaking about 20 tons of crude oil 
into offshore waters. “We knew ab- 
out it almost immediately when con- 
trol instrumentation told us some- 
thing was wrong,” he added. “The 
tides were driving northwards and 
we promptly notified beach mana- 
gers all along the coast. 

The slowly moving oil slick 
touched the beaches ar Nitzanim, 
Rishon Lezion. Bat Yam and a few 
more points up to Netanya.

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Two die as rioting sweeps S. Africa 
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JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Two 
blacks were killed in widespread 
rioting in all four of South Africa's * 
provinces, the police reported 
yesterday. Witnesses said policemen 
fired tear gas inside a courtroom and 
whipped students as violence 
erupted in Soweto. South Africa's 
largest black community. 

A small bus carrying about IS 
German and American tourists in 
Soweto was stoned at about 10 a.m. 
by a crowd of 100 girls and boys 
dressed in school uniforms, a police 
official reported. "Three windows 
were damaged but. as far as we 
know, nobody was injured. Police 
escorted the bus out of Soweto.” he 
said. 

The outbreaks in Soweto, the city 
of 1.5 million near Johannesurg, 
were the heaviest in recent weeks of 
mounting unrest in black townships 
throughout the country. 

The two deaths that occurred 
Tuesday night and early yesterday 
brought to 11 the number of blacks 
killed in political violence in five 
days. More than 450 have died in the 
past 10 months of protests against 
apartheid. 

A government spokesman said 
tens of thousands of black students 
were boycotting classes across South 
Africa, leaving schools virtually de- 
serted in 26 communities. Edgar 
Posselt of the Department of Educa- 
tion and Training said 46 schools 
were closed in Duduza. Kwathema 
and Tsazkane townships, east of 
Johannesburg. Residents said nearly 


all schools were closed in Soweto. 

National police headquarters in 
Petoria said 10 persons were 
arrested in 23 incidents of arson and 
stone-throwing in 12 townships over- 
night. 

A police spokesman said a youth 
was killed in Theunissen, in Orange 
Free State province, when police- 
men fired shotguns at a stone- 
throwing crowd. He said .policemen 
killed a man in Queenstown, in East- 
ern Cape Province, when they fired 
on a crowt, throwing firebombs at a 
house. 

In Soweto nearly 1,000 youths 
gathered outside the magistrate's 
court, where more than 100 persons 
were to appear on charges of meet- 
ing illegally over the weekend, to 
protest proposed rent increases. 
Some youths entered the court and 
sang freedom songs. 

Witnesses who asked not to be 
named said policemen fired tear gas 
in the court to clear the room. Out- 
side, policemen on horseback 
charged into the crowd, swinging 
long whips, and witnesses reported 
an undetermined number of injuries 
and arrests. 

•Residents reported incidents of 
stone-throwing elsewhere in Soweto 
and said students hijacked at least 
eight buses to take them to the court. 
They said policemen shot one person 
in a crowd stoning a bakery truck 
and hijacked bus that had collided. 

Hundreds of youths later marched 
five kilometres from the magistrate's 
court and assembled at Regina Mun- 


di Roman Catholic Church, where 
rioters and policemen have often 
clashed in the past, for a meeting 
organized by the militant Congress 
of South African Students. 

Witnesses said soldiers and police- 
men gathered outside in armoured 
vehicles. The meeting was reported- 
ly intended to pray for blacks killed 
recently in townships east of Johan- 
nesburg, and to demand the removal 
of security forces from Soweto. 

The police said incidents else- 
where in South Africa included 
attacks on police vehicles, homes of 
local black councillors and schools. 
Government buildings and blacks 
seen as fronts for white rule have 
been frequent targets of crowd vio- 
lence. 

In Port Elizabeth, in the Eastern 
Cape Province, thousands of black 
consumers stayed away from white 
stores for the third day of a planned 
two-month boycott, seeking, among 
other things, the release of blacks 
arrested after violence in the area 
four months ago. Residents said 
young blacks patrolled streets in 
white areas where blacks usually 
shop and ordered blacks found 
breaking the boycott to abandon 
their purchases and leave.

The owner of four shoe stores 
whose customers are mostly blacks 
said sales dropped 90 per cent at 
three of the shops. 


Belgian premier sets agenda 
for government’s last days 


BRUSSELS - Prime Minster Wil- 
fried Martens called together his 
feuding deputies yesterday and ham- 
mered out a limited agenda for the 
crippled government's last two 
months of life. 

On Tuesday, Martens offered to 
resign from the government in a 
dispute over the handling of a soccer 
stadium riot in Brussels last May. 
But King Baudouin refused to 
accept the resignation and instructed 
Martens to put his splintered coali- 
tion back together. 

Martens told reporters a general 
election set for December 8 would 
be advanced, probably to October 
13, to put a new government in 
office. 


Martens met yesterday with De- 
puty Premier Jean Gol. whose offer 
to resign on Monday triggered the 
coalition's collapse, and Deputy Pre- 
mier Charles-Ferdinand Nothomb, 
the interior minister whose refusal to 
accept any blame for the riot promp- 
ted Gol to pull out of the cabinet. 

Belgium has had 32 governments 
since World War n - an average life 
of 15 months - and seemed dose to 
breakup over conflicts between the 
Dutch-speaking Flemish and 
French-speaking Walloons. 

The October election could mark 
the end of a rare period of stable 
government and a return to murky, 
old-style politicking, commentators 
said yesterday. (AP. Reuter) 


Prison officials jailed for mistreating inmates 


MADRID (Reuter). - Spain's sup- 
reme court, in an unprecedented 
sentence, has jailed nine prison 
officers for ill-treating inmates. 

The nine, including former prison 
director Santiago Martinez Motos. 
received-sentences ranging from two 
<p Jtl^qbnths. for ' beating prisoners 
"six years ago at the Herrera de la 


Mancha high -security jail. 

Lawyers said it was the first time 
Spanish prison officers had been 
jailed for ill-treating prisoners. The 
supreme court overturned a lower- 
court sentence condemning the 
offioers to suspension of duties for 
treating inmates with “unnecessary 
rigour." 


Novelist BoeU to 
get private funeral 

BONN (Reuter). - Heinrich BoeU, 
the Nobel Prize-winning West Ger- 
man author who died Tuesday aged 
67, will be buried in a private cere- 
mony attended only by close family 
members, sources close to the late 
writer said yesterday. 

No date or place was named as 
BoeU’s widow Annemarie wished it 
to take place in complete privacy, 
they said. 

In Cologne, Boell's birthplace and 
lifelong home, flags flew at half-mast 
yesterday. A municipal spokesman 
said municipal leaders were discus- 
sing plans for a public memorial 
service. 

BoeU helped resurrect German 
literature after the dark years of Nazi 
dictatorship and won the Nobel 
Prize in 1972. 

He died one day after he left 
hospital foUowing vascular surgery 
for severe circulatory problems in his 
legs, which doctors attributed to 
heavy cigarette smoking.

he added. "But not being a pilot. I 
cannot say the conversation is nor- 
mal.”

People have the right to live in the woods and fire guns’ 


By FRED BA YLES 

NEW YORK. - "Live or die : the 
choice is yours.” 

The choice can be found in the 
backwoods of Alabama, the moun- 
tains of Colorado and the desert of 
Arizona. It can cost $500. It can turn 
you into a hired assassin or mere- 
ly bolster your ego . 

It is a paramilitary school , offering 
courses in weaponry, hand-to-hand 
combat, how to set up an ambush, 
ways of rigging booby traps and even 
sniper techniques. 

One school, Frank Camper Jr.’s 
Recondo School in Alabama, came 
to national attention recently when it 
was learned one of his former stu- 
dents was a Sikh extremist being 
sought in connection with a plot to 
assassinate Indian Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi and for questioning 
about the recent Air India jumbo jet 
crash. 

No one keeps records on the 
schools, but a check of magazines 
like Soldiers of Fortune. Gung Ho 
and Ne h- Breed revealed advertise- 


ments like “Live or Die” for more 
than a dozen schools in Alabama, 
Arizona, Colorado, Illinois, Indi- 
ana, New Mexico, New York, North 
Carolina, Mississippi and Missouri. 

Harry Belil. editor of New Breed, 
estimates there may be as many as 25 
such schools in the U.S. 

The schools range in quality and 
price, from a $2,500 two-week ses- 
sion in Pittsview, Alabama, to a 
“merecenary course” that costs $300 
for five days in the North Carolina 
woods. 

U.S. SENATOR Jeremiah Denton 
of Alabama says his senate subcom- 
mittee on terrorism will investigate 
such schools. 

“I believe much more needs to be 
done in this area to find out what 
camps exist, what they are teaching 
and what laws apply and should 
(apply) to get control over these 
camps,” says Denton. 

“AH you can train somebody to be 
in five days is a corpse,” said Jim 
Morris, editor of Eagle Magazine 


and a ten-year veteran of the 
Special Forces. 

Federal officials say the schools 
are wi thin the law. Even instruction 
in automatic weapons is legal, as 
long as they are licensed. 

“There is nothing against the law 
about grown men putting on fatigues 
and blackface and going out in the 
woods and playing war,” says John 
Russell, a Justice Department 
spokesman. 

The schools offer different things 
for different people. 

Bill Waldron, a former Special 
Forces soldier,, runs the Rocky 
Mountain Commando School in 
Colorado. 

Waldron said his students, who 
pay $1,700 for the week, “are in the 
40-to-5O age bracket and haven't 
dooe anything exciting in their 
lives.” 

IN NORTH Carolina, the Comman- 
do School charges $300 for a five-day 
“mercenary course” in ambush tac- 


tics, knife fighting, infiltration and 
“sentry removal.” Students receive 
instruction on semi-automatic 
weapons, mines and grenades. 

“We have just plain people who 
want to go into the mercenary field 
and Vietnam veterans looking for 
the high they get off this kind of 
tiling," says the school’s “comman- 
ding officer," who identified himself 
as "Col. Patton.” 

Patton says he served in the 
Marines and as a mercenary in what 
is now Zimbabwe, and that he has 
taught construction workers, doc- 
tors and foreign nationals. 

"We do some screening," he says. 
“We do not allow Communists in.” 
Some school operators question 
the claims of some camps. 

“It's ridiculous to think you can 
train mercenaries in that period of 
time,” says Harry Claflin. a former 
Marine with special unit training 
who operates the Starlight Training 
School in Missouri. “If you were a 
foreign power, would you take a 
five-dav course to be a commando?” 


While most schools operate within 
the law, officials have acted against 
some. 

In April, the FBI and police block- 
aded a camp operated by an Arkan- 
sas survivaiist group for four days 
before arresting five members of the 
Covenant, the Sword and the Arm of 
the Lord. Police seized automatic 
weapons, explosives and cyanide 
poison. 

“Some of these schools are oper- 
ated by people who are on the edge 
of hate groups. Training by the 
Ku Klux Klan and other people of 
that ilk gets some attention," says 
Jack Kiilorm, a spokesman for the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms. 

But KiUorin says his agency keeps 
a hands-off attitude toward the 
majority of schools: • “We’re not 
going to get involved in die people’s 
right to do lawful things; and people 
have the right to assemble and go off 
to live in the woods and fire guns.”

ADDIS ABABA (Reuter). - Afri- 
ca’s foreign ministers met for a final 
lime last night to discuss ways of 
feeding the continent's 150 million 
hungry people and paying off its 
$170 billion foreign debt in advance 
of an African summit starting today , 

Delegates said the meeting would 
complete a week of preparatory 
talks for the Organization of African 
Unity (OAU) summit, for which 
political wrangling has been sus- 
pended in order to concentrate on 
Africa's economic and.sotial agony. 

Issues like the war in Chad and the 
future of the Western Sahara, two 
subjects which torpedoed two past 
attempts to hold a summit, split 
another, and caused Morocco to quit 
the organization, have been put 
aside. 

A draft declaration to be put to the 
summit calls for a five-year crash 
programme to boost falling food 
output, ease debt and fight what it 


says is South Africa’s policy of des- 
tabilizing the economies of its black- 
ruled neighbours. 

It calls on African governments to 
increase investment in agriculture to 
between 20 and 25 per cent of their 
budgets by 1989, improve transport 
and communication systems, and 
boost industry. 

The. document complains that 
western financial institutions have 
deliberately cold-shouldered Africa 
and are not interested in the African 
debt problem. 

Informed sources said calls by 
some radical African states for a 
debt moratorium had been effective- 
■ ly quashed by the majority of states 
which.' while suffering often intoler- 
able debt repayment schedules, still 
wished to maintain good links with 
the international financial system, 
something which a moratorium 
would have hindered. 


Sudanese envoy assures 
Mubarak on Libyan pact 


CAIRO (Reuter). - Sudan’s new 
military pact with Libya will not 
affect Khartoum's relations with 
Cairo, Sudanese Ambassador Ai- 
Amin Abdel-Latif said yesterday. 

“The special relations between 
Egypt and Sudan are completely 
different from Sudan's relations with 
any other country," he told repor- 
ters after a. 60-minute meeting with 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak. 

“The defence pact has nothing to 
do with and will not affect the special 
relations,” Abdel-Latif said. 

It was the second meeting in a 
week betwen the ambassador and 
Mubarak, who diplomats say is wor- 
ried about the implications of the 
agreement announced in Khartoum 
on July 8 . The discussions did not 
deal with the pact. 


Egypt has been at odds with Li- 
byan leader Muammar Gaddafi for a 
decade and the two countries fought 
a border war in 1977. 

The U.S., which had close ties 
with Sudan under former President 
Jaafar Numeiri. ousted in an army 
coup in April, has expressed “grave 
concern" over the pact with Libya, 
which covers logistical support and * 
military training. 

President Reagan has described 
Gaddafi's Libya as part of a confed- 
eration of nations supporting terror- 
ist action against the U.S. 

Egypt and Sudan are bound by a 
1982 political- and economic- 
integration treaty, and another 
signed in 1976 covering joint de- 
fence. 


‘ At least 23 bullets hit Gandhi’ 


NEW DELHI (’Reuter). - Indira 
Gandhi was hit by at least 23 bullets 
when she was gunned down last 
October, a surgeon said yesterday at 
the trial of the three men charged 
with involvement in her assassina- 
tion. 

The Press Trust of India news 
agency quoted the smgeon who con- 
ducted the post-mortem, T.L. Dog- 
ra, as saying he found 23 exit wounds 
on Gandhi’s body. 

Two of the wounds were on the 
front of her right arm and leg and the 
rest were on the back of her body, 
arms and legs, Dogra said. He said 
the post-mortem took 244 hours.

surgeon had changed the format of 
the report. 

Prananth Lekhi, attorney for Sat- 
want Singh who is charged with 
shooting the late prime minister, 
said Gandhi's skull was not opened 
for post-mortem despite the normal 
procedure of examining all cavities 
of the body. 

During Dogra's cross- 
examination by Lekhi. it was also 
revealed that the surgeon filled in 
time of death instead of ’‘time since ' 
death” as the report requires. 

The defence has tried to show 
Gandhi was a victim of a “family 
plot," but has not given any conclu- 
sive argument. (Reuter, AP)

A statement from the External 
Relations Ministry said charge d'af- 
faires John Maresca had been sum- 
moned to explain the ambassador's 
remarks to a Paris newspaper and 
would be received by the ministry's

A U.S. Embassy spokesman con- 
firmed Maresca had an appointment 
with Ross at the ministry in the 
afternoon but refused to give details. 

In an interview yesterday in the 
conservative newspaper Le Figaro, 
Galbraith said he was convinced the 
right-wing opposition in France 
would win next year’s parliamentary 
elections and said the Communist 
party sbould be outlawed. 


U.S., Japan increase aid to refugees 


The U.S. and Japan have pledged 
to increase their contributions to the 
United Nations Relief and Works 
Agency (Unrwa) totalling $84 mil- 
lion. 

Unrwa announced in Beirut 
yesterday that President Reagan 
approved an additional $ 8 m. in aid 
on July 12, bringing the American 
total to $75m. for this year, 

A spokesman for Japanese Fore- 
ign Minister Shin taro Abe, who is 
visiting Amman, said yesterday that 
Japan is boosting its Unrwa contri- 
bution by $500,000 to $9m. He 
said Japan would also provide 
$4.4ra. worth of wheat flour.

And sJw needs those qualities for 
the, task she has taken oil She has 
made aliya without her family, and' 
despite being both religious and past 
toe ostial' draft age, she joined the 
Israel Defence Forces upon being 
drafted. She'is posted at the IDF 
spokesman’s office as an editor of an 
English language news magazine oh 
military af^rs. 

Being all alone in Israel is tough 
enough, but being alone and reli- 
gious while serving in the army, is 
even harder. (A non-religions sol- 
dier travelling home on a weekend 
furlough, for example, is not under 
pressure to arrive home before the 
Sabbath.) Hahn admits that she 
sometimes misses the pampering sol- 
diers usually enjoy when home on 
leave. . \ 

She rents an apartment in Jeru- 
salem where she has some friends. 
The rent is quite high, and she does 
not know what she will do when her 
savings run out sometime around 
September. “If I have to stay later

than usual at toe office on a Friday I 
sometimes ask friends to dk? some of 
the. shopping for me or to warm up 
food for Shabbaf,” she says. 

Would she hketo be “adopted” by 
an Israeli family? She has heard that 
new, ohm in her situation are some- 
times adopted by Israeli families, 
“but the immigrant soldiers that I 
personally know have never been 
offered tins service. I would not 
know how to go about looking for 
such a thing." 

Hahn, who says she had always 
wanted to come to Israel, but unlike 
many American Jewish high-school 
students could not afford a summer 
trip, first came here when she was IS 
on money she earned and saved for 
this purpose. She decided that Israel 
was the country for her daring this 
first visit, after which she returned to 
Palo Alto and began studying inter-

national relations at Stanford U Di- 
versity. 

She returned for a second visit 
when she was 20. This timeshe took 
an ulpan course and partidpated in a 
Sherut Leumi (national service) 
programme run by the Jewish Agen- 
cy. She then returned to her studies 
in California where she also worked 
as an assistant to an Israeli aiiya 
emissary. . 

In the summer of 1984 she was 
here again, this time to stay. -She 
knew she might receive a draft in- 
duction and decided she would not 
turn it down, despite her age and heT 
being observant. 

“When I told my rabbi in the 
States of my decision, he was shock- 


ed," she says. He tried to talk her out 
■of her decision, arguing that reli- 
gious women have no place in the 
IDF. Hahn said that she worked long 
hours with men outside of the army 
as well. “He could not answer, and 
did not give me his blessing. 

“Some of my religious friends also 
tried to talk me out of it by suggest- 
ing that it was not moral. I explained 
that if I entered the IDF with high 
moral values and was strong enough 
there is no reason tor my values to 
change.” 

Hahn, admits that there are 
hardships, but one can see that her 
religious lining keeps her from £ 
speaking harshly of Israel.

Child of the month 


LIOR IS a very special child of 12V4, 
with a mysterious past and an uncer- 
tain future. He lives with a foster 
family and urgently needs a home. 

Lior’s first years were spent with 
his parents, who may have locked 
him up in a darkened room - no one 
knows for sure. Then, at the age of 
fonr, Lior was left in a monastery 
which cares for hopelessly retarded 
youngsters. At that time he couldn't 
walk, talk* sit up, control his body 
functions or eat alone and he was 
hysterically afraid of the dark. 

But Lior was different from the 
other children in the. monastery and 
he developed by leaps and bounds. 
He played hand-dapping games, 
built towers out of blocks, and he 
learned to walk and talk, to ring and 
laugh. 

When Lior was placed in a foster 
home at the age of eight he was still 
extremely deprived. He didn't know 
tiie names of fruits, he didn't know 
what yogurt was and he thought it 
was normal for children to He around 
on their backs all day - that’s what 
his “friends” at the monastery had 
done for half of Lior 's life. 


Lior'5 foster family made' it quite 
dear from the beginning that be was 
not really part of the family. The 
foster parents have six children of 
their own and are not highly edu- 
cated. They have no patience for the 
problems of a boy who spent half of 
his tifie locked np and the other half 
with severely retarded youngsters. 

In spiteof so many lost yeafsTLior 
has advanced rapidly. He attends a 
special school where he has learned 
to read and write, and although he is 
far behind other children his age in 
literary skills, his verbal abilities are 
amazing. He has a rich, extensive 
vocabulary which is expressive of his 
full inner world. His long, graceful 
fingers can construct anything -any- 
thing at all. He invents electrical 
gadgets and can take apart the most 
complicated machines. 

Lior coal black hair and very 
dark skin, and Us big black eyes stare 
at you intensely the first time be 
meets you. Before he opens up he 
wants to know that you are really 
interested in him and that you care. 
But when he gets to know you, Lior 
will talk your ears off, lap up any 
information you can give him and 
return your affection. 

There are three important people 
in Lior's life right now: a volunteer 
“big sister," a volunteer “grand- 
mother,” and . the psychologist be 
sees twice a week and who is helping 
him adjust to a normal life. All are 
very attached to Lior and be, in Us 
turn, has proved capable of forming 
strong and special relationships. 

Lior’s big sister has heard from 
him about the fears and desires he 
holds inside. She knows that he. 
needs and wants parents who will 
really be his and to know that Us 
wandering is over. 

Adoption in a loving home is 
Lior’s only real chance. Lior needs a 
home with someone who will accept 
the fact that his intellectual future is 
unclear and that scholastically he 
may never be a Ugh achiever, but 
who appreciates his outstanding vex 
bal and motor ability. 

Perhaps a single parent or a couple 
with no other children could give 
him the time, attention and love that 
he deserves. -

STARTING UP a new business dur- 
ing a period of economic recession is 
either a courageous or a foolhardy 
move. .. .. 

In 1981. Moshe Galazan took the 
chance of either being bailed as a 
fiscal hero or being ridiculed as a fool 
soon parted from his money. He 
became a partner in Nature Beauty, 
a fledgling cosmetics company, bas- 
ing its products on aloe vera, a plant 
extract with numerous healing and 
painkilling properties. 

Galazan and his German partner 
began their enterprise when com- 
petition was high and the market was 
flooded with an enormous choice of 
imported products. The German 
partner bowed out but Galazan pers- 
evered, having absolute faith in the 
capabilities of Nature Beauty's chief 
chemist Nissim Cohen. 

Nature Beauty products, which 
include gels, face and hand creams, 
body lotions, cleansers, moisturis- 
ers, eye cream, tanning lotions, hair 
shampoo and make-up. are not sold 
in department stores, chemist shops 
or perfumeries. Since the be ginnin g, 
the policy has been one of direct 
sales, with the company supplying 
consultants to give lecture-demon- 
strations to women’s groups. 

Well-known fashion compere 
Dahlia Shafian stepped in as Gala- 
zan *s partner, when her German 
predecessor stepped out. She says 
that no sales pressure is applied at 
any of the group sessions. The con- 
sultants are all trained beauticians 
and colour coordinators, who come 
along with the Nature Beauty kit, 
talk about the benefits to skin from 
aloe vera, demonstrate some make- 
up techniques and discuss how 
cosmetic colours should harmonize 
with fashion colours. 

The audience is captivated, after

all, few women can resist examining 
new cosmetics which they haven't 
tried before. And when they're en- 
couraged to experiment, they don't 
need a second invitation. The soft- 
sell approach works well, but the 
products, obviously have something 
going for them too. as illustrated by 
Nature Beauty's sales turnover, 
which rose from $2 million in 1983 to 
$3 million last year. 

Figures like those don't represent 
one-time sales alone. Repeat orders 
. undoubtedly account for a fair per- 
centage of the profits. 

Headquartered in Tel Aviv's 
Dizengoff Centre. Nature Beauty 
has regional representatives all over 
the country, including areas across 
die green line. There is a Nature 
Beauty retail outlet for duty free 
shoppers at Ben Gurion Airport and 
negotiations are underway for Na- 
ture Beauty to be sold in duty free 
' shops in airports around the world. 

The company has also been nego- 
tiating for its products to be exported 
to or manufactured under licence in 
Greece, England, Germany. Au- 
stralia and USA. 

Most Nature Beauty products are 
based on the aloe vera gel. which 
according to Sbaflan is non-toxic and 
beneficial to even the most sensitive 
skins. Constantly engaged in re- 
search and development. Nature 
Beauty is now turning its attentions 
to the male of the species, and will 
soon be launching an aloe vera based 
after-shave, directed primarily at 
teenage males suffering the agonies 
of adolescent pimples. 

It seems that even in times of 
austerity, women are interested in 
putting on a good face, and that 
when Moshe Galazon took a gamble 
on the vanity of Eve, he bit into the 
right apple. 


Egyptian women are adopting Islamic dress in the hope that a 
return to religion will solve their country's problems. 


IN RISING numbers, Egypt’s 
women ate adopting the veil, in a 
move dramatizing calls for Sharia 
(Islamic law). 

These women, veiling completely 
or donning nun-like garb showing 
just the face, say Westernization 
and S2.S billion a year of U.S. aid 
have failed to alleviate poverty and 
under-development among 48 mil- 
lion Egyptians. 

The discipline of Sharia might do 
better, they say. 

Fundamentalists, some of whom 
have angered the government of 
President Hosni Mubarak with 
threats to take the Sharia campaign 
to the streets, urge women to veil the 
face. Other clerics say the Koran 
enjoins only long robe and head- 
dress. 

“I have covered up to urge men to 
revert to Islam. My husband did not 
forces me, into Islamic dress," said 
Latifci. Amin, a language teacher in 
CairoV^llish Heliopolis suburb 
where Mubarak himself lives. She 
said the Islamic movement is making 
progress among educated middle- 
class women. 

“The cover-up is symbolic. As a 
Moslem woman I am telling society 
that the West has failed to solve my 
country’s problems. So let us try 
religion," she said. “I am sure that if 
we revert to religion we will find the 
solution to Egypt's problems." 

Egypt's population is growing by 
more than a million a year, and 
economic growth is down around 5 
per cent from 9 per cent in 1981, 
foreign economists say. 

Mubarak has warned zealots he

tion. The women campaigners say it 
won’t come from them. 

“I think Moslem women are on a 
peaceful march for change. Num- 
bers increase daily. They are under 
□o pressure to cover up," said a 
woman doctor at her clinic for 
mothers and babies in a Cairo slum, 
speaking on condition she should not 
be identified. 

Dress designers, alive to the Isla- 
mic trend, have organized fashion 
shows of cover-up creations at lux- 
ury Nile-side hotels. But politicians 
say that Mubarak - his wife Suzan 
wears modest Western-style dotbes - 
is personally loath to place Egypt 
and a large Coptic Chrikian minor- 
ity abruptly under Sharia. 

Parliament recently shelved a de- 
bate on calls to institute Sharia now. 
Even leftists say they are reconciled ■ 
to its eventual triumph but the Peo- 
ple'sjAasembly. (parliament) called 
only for “gradual purification of pre- 
sent laws to reflect Sharia ." Mean- 
while. Mubarak has pledged funds to 
recruit more dergy to make Egyp- 
tians “good Moslems." 

As more women adopt veils, a 
feminist backlash has also been 
apparent, particularly over what 
Egyptians call “Jihan’s law." 

When Anwar Sadat ruled Egypt, 
his wife Jihan lobbied for women's 
rights. One Sadat measure said a 
man had to serve notice to his first 
wife if he wanted to take a second. 
The woman would then have the 
right to divorce him and, if there 
were children, to a home. Orthodox 
Moslems did not approve and, with 
the Sharia campaign growing and 
Mubarak apparently ready for con- 
cessions, “Jihan’s law" went back to 


the People's Assembly for a new 
verdict. 

The new legislation has broadly 
endorsed the law, but with conces- 
sions to orthodox sentiment. For 
instance, the firet wife might seek a 
divorce only if the new marriage 
would do her “moral or material 
harm." 

Scrapping Jihan’s law would “take 
us back to the Middle Ages," wrote 
leading female columnist Amina 
Said. “Why are men scared of publi- 
cizing their divorce? Are they co- 
wards?” 

Western-educated columnist 
Ahmed Bahaa al-Din defended 
Jihan’s Law in the semi-official Al- 
Ahram newspaper, saying: “The 
Koran totally refuses to force a wife 
to live with her husband unwillingly. 

‘.‘It is then her right to seek divorce 
if her husband takes another wife-. 
...what kind of man would force a 
wife to live with him unwillingly?" 
he wrote. 

Islamic fundamentalism has a long 
history in Egypt, where the Moslem 
Brotherhood was formed in 1929. 
Founders argued that Islam was 
threatened by the then British occu- 
piers of Egypt, just as fundamental- 
ists now want Egypt to shake off 
dependence on Washington. 

The Brothers were banned by the 
late Gamal Abdel Nasser, who 
hanged their leaders after a 1954 
attempt on his life. Sadat purged 
them again, but under Mubarak, 
who has been more tolerant, seven 
were elected to parliament. 

The constitution says laws must 
reflect Sharia but at present there 
are no public executions or whip- 
pings; alcohol is available and banks 
may charge interest, banned by 
Sharia. (Reuter)

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ORTHODOX and' non-Orthodox. 
Jewish groups here have reacted 
with diametrically opposing state- 
meats to two recent Supreme Court 
decisions reaffirming gove rnmen t 
neutrality toward religion in the 
•U.S. 

Late last month, the high court set 
aside a Connecticut statute that gave 
employees an' absolute right not to'' 
work on their designated Sabbath, 
while ruling that employers must 
“reasonably accommodate the reli- 
gious needs of employees.” 

The court later struck down as 
unconstitutional programmes in 
New York and Michigan involving 
use of government funds and public 
school teachers to provide instruc- 
tion on parochial school premises. 

Dennis Rapps, executive director 
of the National Jewish Commission 
on Law and Public Affairs (COL- 
PA), an affiliate of the ultra- 
orthodox Agudath Israel of Amer- 
ica, says the Supreme Court ruling 
on working on the Sabbath reflected 
“an unfortunate lack of sympathy” 
for the protection of the rights of 
religious minorities* He adds, “We 
believe that a statute designed to 
permit conscientious believers to 
avoid having to choose between 
their religion and their livelihood is 
constitutional.” 


ployers must reasonably accom- 
modate the religious needs of 
employees.” 


However, Samuel Rabinove, legal 
director of the American Jewish 
Committee, says the court decision 
“fairly balances the twin constitu- 
tional imperatives of government 
neutrality toward religion under the 
establishment clause and individual 
religious liberty under the free exer- 
cise clause. ” 

Both Rabinove and Rapps express 
optimism that Orthodox Jews who 
refuse to work on the Sabbath would 
be protected by the provision of the 
court's statement affirming that em- 


REACITNG to the court ruling oar- 
ring the use of government funds and 
public school teachers at parochial, 
schools, Rapps of COLPA says that 
the effects of the ruling would be 
“devastating” for children attending 
Jewish religious schools. 

The ruling would invalidate long* 
time federal programmes that 
allowed public school teachers to 
provide federally funded remedial 
services at parochial schools, accord- 
ing to Rapps. The ODly way such 
programmes can now be continued 
would be to transport the religious 
school children to a public school or 
neutral site, an op.tion which he 
predicts would prove too expensive 
and time-consuming to be viable for 
Jewish schools. 

However, the Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai Brith hailed the 
court decision as “a reaffirmation of 
the constitutional prbhibition of 
direct government aid to parochial 
schools.” 

Rabinove of the American Jewish 
Committee praised the court’s deci- 
sion, stating, “It is not the proper 
business of government to subsidise 
schools whose chief role is to prop- 
agate their own faith.” 

The American Jewish Congress 
also issued a statement supporting 
the court decision, saying, “Once 
the religious community becomes 
dependent on public subsidies, it 
creates problems for the state!” The 
statement stressed that the organiza- 
tion is concerned with m aintainin g a 
strong and healthy Jewish educa- 
tional system and environment, but 
that it should be solely supported by 
the Jewish community and separate 
from the public school system and 
public funding.

Ida Haendel contributed two solo 
pieces - Bach's Andante from the 
Sonata id A minor and the famous 
“Moses” fantasy by Paganini, writ- 
ten exclusively for the G-string. The 
violinist's innate musicality and her 
technical brilliance served her well in 
appropriately rendering Bach’s 
serenity and Paganini's virtuosity. 

Judy liber recalled for us Sergiu 
Natra’s “Prayer,” which was written 
for an earlier competition and served 
as a request item for the fourth 
International Harp Contest in 1970. 
Pescetti's Andante is not exactly a 
remarkable piece of musical inspira- 
tion, but the harpists performed the 
piece with dedication an d, of course, 
flawless _ execution and stylistic in- 
tegrity. ’ 

Both artists combined their talents 
in a lengthy essay by Saint-Saens - 
Fantasy, opus 124, written in 1907 - 
trying to infuse tbe music with some 
value and content, and it was their 
superb delivery that saved one from 
utter boredom.

Aharon Zvi Propes went to Phia 
Berghout in 1958 to invite her to be a 
judge for the forthcoming First In- 
ternational Harp Contest in Israel, a 
competition he had set up in 1959. 
Phia, out of consideration for him 
and Israel, immediately' scrapped 
her similar plan and became one of 
the pillars of foe Israeli contest. 
Since 1959. she has saved in all 
competitions but one, and was pre- 
sent this year as a guest of honour. 

Phia Berghout studied the harp at 
Tbe Hague, with tbe famous Rosa 
Spier, and soon after joined the 
Concertgebouw Orchestra in Am* 
sterdam, with which she stayed for 
foe next 30 years! When foe retired 
in 1960. she founded- the Interna- 
tional Music Centre Broekelen in 
foe small town of Queekhoven and 
organized- International Harp 
Weeks, which drewthqusands.

Canadian takes 100m. 
Americans the rest

TEL AVTV. - Only a 14-year-old 
Canadian girl prevented a clean 
sweep of gi \d medals yesterday by 
U.S. swimmers on the first day of the 
I2th Maccabiah swim events. 

The girl from Edmonton, who 
brought off the shock result in the 
100m. freestyle sprint was Janna 
Promislow, a tail ginger-haired 
beauty. She already ranks third in 
Canada, and will next compete in the 
Canadian National Championships 
next month. 

Canadian team manager Abra- 
ham Luxenberg was absolutely de- 
lighted with Janna's triumph. “She is 
a great Olympic prospect, and it was 
Maccabi that discovered her in 1982. 
We call her the Mamphis Rid, for it 
was there that we initiated her into 
competitive swimming. “You may 
have noticed that she never ex- 
tended herself and swm like a cham- 
pion." Luxenberg. who played for 
Canada in water-polo in the 1957 
Maccabiah. said. 

Wearing a 10-gallon red cowboy 
hat. Promislow collected Canada's 
first ever gold medal in Maccabiah 
women's swimming. 

Her time was 59.69 seconds. Doris 
Green and Lauren Neft. both of the 
U.S.. with times of 1:00.01 mins and 
1:00.42 minutes, took the silver and 
the bronze medals. 

Two American girls, Ruth Grods- 
ky and Amy Leib, set new Macca- 
biah records, the only new marks of 
the day. Grodsky won the 200m. 
breastroke in 2:42.61 minutes, her 
best eve 1- time. It gains her entry into 
the U.S. National championships in 
Los Angeles next month. The 17- 
year-old Baltimore girl was watched 
by her mother Beverly, and elder 
sister Susan, who won a Maccabiah 
gold medal in 1973 and a silver medal 
in 1977. 

Ruth loves swimming so much 


that she thinks nothing of starting 
three-hour training sessions at 5.30 
each morning. (She also trains again 
at night). She has won a scholarship 
to Gemson University, South Caro- 
lina, where she will study psycholo- 
gy-. 

Grodsky beat J. Bassichis’s 1981 
record of 2:49.32, with Shannon 
Orcutt of the U.S. second and Beth

The UK is competing in 
lawn bowls for the first time, while it 
is represented by 14 boytfadd.jgris at 
thefinanguraf “Junior Maccabiah*'" 
for /youngsters in the? funder- 15 alge 
category. - 

“The team is not only the biggest, 
but it is the strongest we have sent to 
the Games and we are very hopeful 
of getting a lot of good results,” team 
manager Lionel Davidson said 
yesterday. 

Davidson, a 53-year-old Glasgow 
businessman, has made a little bit of 
British Maccabi history by being the 
first non-Londoner to head the UK 
contingent to the Games, and his 
assistant manager Allan Kay is also a 
Glaswegian. 

With 700 members, the Glasgow 
Maccabi Club is the biggest in the 
provinces, but Davidson's is not ' 
among the occasional voices beard 
north of the border calling for Scot- 
land to have its own independent 
team at the Maccabiah - as is the 
case with the Commonwealth 
Games, the World Cup in soccer and 
various other international sporting 
events. 

The British are taking part in 15 of 
the 29 sports being contested, 
varying in size from 18 footballers 
and squash players and 13 cricketers 
to Sara Cooke, the lone representa- 
tive in rythmic gymnastics. 

Sara, 17, who is an Eng lish inter- 
national in her sport, is one of the 
team's best prospects for top hon- 
ours, Davidson reports. 

He is anticipating “repeat per- 
formances” from his three track and 
field stars James Espir, Jeff Kaye 
and Garry Wilson, who between 
them garnered five of Britain's 
dozen gold medals at the 1981 Mac- 
cabiah.

His remarks, closely watched by 
foreign exchange dealers looking for 
signals on future U.S. economic- 
policy, helped push down an 
already-depressed dollar on interna- 
tional money markets. 

In testimony accompanying hfe 
semi-annual report to Congress," the 
Federal Reserve Board chairman 
said prolonged large U.S. external 
deficits, may lead to- severe adjust- 
ments in the exchange rate and the 
economy. “We will have paid dearly 
■ indeed for any short-term benefits," 
^ie declared. 

•He said the possibility of an - 
adverse change in sentiment towards 
the dollar “poses the greatest poten- 
tial threat to the progress we have 
made against inflation.' 7 

Vplcfcer also indicated he would 
be making little change to the Feder- 
'al Reserve's policy stance towards 
financial markets. 

He said the central bank had de- 
cided to raise slightly its target for 
U.S. monetary growth - the central 
plank ofits policies - thereby accept- 
ing a surge in the money supply 
experienced earlier this.year.

The higher monetary growth 
could lead to higher inflation in the 
U.S. and devalue the dollar.

Go see what the 
people are saying 

Bank of Israel Governor Moshe Mandelbauin re- 
marked in his testimony to the Bejski Commission on 
banking that the behaviour of the public in everything 
connected with consumption and savings was “exactly 
what the textbooks predict." Of course, being a civil 
servant, he said it in an expression of amazement, as if to 
heighten the tense of the achievement of the amorphous 
and anonymous “public. ” 

However, to the man-in-the-street, this kind of patro- 
nising praise is no cause for surprise. It is quite obvious 
that we ail act rationally since - at least collectively - we 
are not mad. If our behaviour runs against what this or 
that minister or official had predicted - well, that’s too 
bad for them, not us. 

This is not to say that the government's determination 
to drive the citizeniy to periodic frenzies does not have its 
occasional successes. But, and this is the point, if “they” 
manage to put together some kind of coherent policy - 
whether good, bad or indifferent -then “we" can behave 
normally or rationally towards it. 

The use of “we’’ and “they" in this context is not out of 
place, nor stolen from the bridge table. The conception 
of a government out “to get" itsown citizens is so deeply 
embedded in the popular consciousness that it will take a 
long period of good government to displace it. In the 
interim, the great mass of evidence is that “we" have to 
protect ourselves as best we can from “them." 

' As a result, there are few people - either in or out of 
government - who would dispute the feet that the Israeli 
public is the most sophisticated in the world in all matters 
of finance, taxation, trade and loop-hole folding. Most 
laws are barely printed before the word is out as to bow to 
evade, avoid, twist, ignore or drenmvent its provisions. 

Similarly, as soon as the details of any new economic 
plan have been published (in feet, while they are being 



formulated and leaked) everybody is at work, calculating 
wharto do to stay in the race, preferably one step ahead. 

Indulging ip this activity is no longer a mere hobby. In 
a country divided increasingly aiong “have" and “have- 
not" lines, and in which policy is bared on hitting income 
and not wealth, all the “haves” have long since disco- 
vered that their most important “job" is not at their place 
of work, because there - however much they are paid - 
they receive a fraction of their true labour-market value 
and most of what they are given is taken away again in 
taxes. Their wealth, on the other hand, is not taxed and is 
allowed to grow undisturbed. . 

Thus we find - again to the surprise-only of govern- 
ment officials but not of economists or sociologists - that 
the primary concern of the “haves" is looking after their 
wealth, while their current income is secondary. Of 
course the “have-nots" must by definition concentrate 
on income, since that is all they have to occupy them. 

But a closer examination shows that rational economic 
behaviour, by all sectors of the public, goes much further 
than what to do with savings and wealth. One of the few 
sources of professional pleasure to economists in the 
course of the various package deals has been to observe 
how the whole population can switch its entire spending 
strategy literally overnight. 

In the run-up to a freeze everyone stocks up and' buys 
like mad. The next morning, and for weeks ahead, the 
very objects that had been previously pursued with such 
passion are scorned as if they were poisoned. 

Most remarkable is that Intricate calculations involv- 
ing relative costs, alternative uses of money and income 
flows over time, with variables - all the stuff, in short, 
that would need a computer to buDd into a “model" - is 
absorbed by economically illiterate housewives from 
Kiryat Shmona to Ashdod. And, what is more, they get 
the right answer.

TEL AVIV. - After two days of 
sharp rises the share market suffered 
a setback yesterday, while bonds - 
trading for the first time since the 
June index was published - fell as 
expected. 

The dollar-linked and index- 
linked bonds were felled by margins 
of up to 5.5%, on volume of over $5 
million. Dollar-linked bank shares 
also fell. 

In the “free" share market volume 
fell, despite the fact that fewer issues 
were marked “buyers only” or “sel- 
lers only." Declining issues were 
ahead of rising ones, and sharply 
falling issues outnumbered sharp 
gainers by 7 to 3. Precisely the in- 
dustrial and investment company 
sectors, which had been in the van of 
(he advance, now led the decline, 
losing over 4% each. 

Meanwhile the Treasury bill mar- 
ket shrank back to abour IS2.5 bil- 
lion, as the Bank of Israel once again 
ran out of supplies of its latest four- 
week biU. This was issued on Tues- 
day and accounted for almost all the 
IS34b. turnover recorded on that 
day. But yesterday only 26% of each 
buying order oculd be met. 

If demand continues today, the 
price of this bill must soar and the 
yield on it fall to the 10-11% level 
consistent with bank interest rates 
for these periods.

Lufthansa renews its fleet 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

TEL AVIV. - Lufthansa has placed 
orders for ten Boeing 737-300 pas- 
senger planes and taken options on 
ten more, a company spokesman 
said here recently. Delivery is sche- 
duled to begin in August, 1986. The 
package is estimated to be worth 
about $500 million. 

The deal with Boeing follows 
closely on the signing of a major 
contract with Airbus fodostriesfora 
total of 50 planes (inchidfog options) 
at an estimated virfue of $2 billion. 

The agreement with' Airbus, a 
consortium of West German, 
French, British and Spanish aero- 


space companies, comprises an 
order for 15 of the consortium's 
150-seat A-320 jet liners with an 
option for 25 more aircraft. 

■ Also included are orders for seven 
Airbus liners of the advanced A-300- 
600 model, which is in use with many 
airlines on long-range flights. 

A company spokesman said that 
much of the financing of these orders 
would be done internally. He said 
this was made possible because 
Lufthansa maintained a steady cash 
flow of about DMI billion over the 
past few years. The German govern- 
ment, which bolds a 74% interest in 
the national airline, will not be in- 
volved in providing credit.

A hijacked conference 


“WE JUST HADN’T expected this hostility" complained an 
Israeli participant at the Forum '85 of non-governmental 
organizations that led into this week’s Nairobi conference 
marking the end of the UN Decade for Women. The Israelis, 
she observed, had come to the conference to discuss issues 
related specifically to women. What they faced instead was a 
relentless and well-orchestrated campaign to villify Israel and 
Zionism. 

The surprise expressed by Naamat's Ora Schweitzer was 
perfectly understandable. But it was wholly unjustified. 

Women, it has rightly been said, axe the largest oppressed 
class in the world, and it is time for them to obtain their 
legitimate rights under the sun. It was in this spirit, so it seemed 
at the time, that the Decade for Women was launched just ten 
years ago. But it only seemed so. The arithmetical majority of 
communist. Islamic and Third World dictatorships that had, 
over the years, made a mockery of the UN's high ideals of peace 
and justice soon enough contrived to turn women's rights into a 
platform for unbridled attacks on the Jewish state. 

The intention clearly emerged at the very first Decade for 
Women conference in Mexico City, in the summer of 1975, 
where the first of the UN’s “Zionism is racism” resolutions was 
passed, by a large majority. This theme was repeated five years 
later at the Copenhagen conference, where it was interpreted 
to mean that the Palestinians under Israeli occupation are the 
most discriminated-against people on earth - and the Palesti- 
nian women are the most discriminated-against group of 
women. 

There was no good reason to expect the conference in 
Nairobi to mark any break with this decade-old habit of 
Israel-bashing. 

During the past decade, women around the world have 
themselves been taking a dreadful beating, whether as mem- 
bers of the human race or of the “second sex.” Millions of them 
perished in a genocidal orgy dictated by a deranged communist 
ruler in Cambodia. Millions more have been deprived of their 
basic human rights by Iran's new fundamentalist Islamic ruler. 
But there was never the slightest chance that the discussions in 
Nairobi would focus on such assaults on women during the 
decade supposedly devoted to tthe improvement of their status 
and condition. 

This conference of women acting as craven surrogates for 
wily men politicians could only be expected to try to divert 
attention from the real plight of women in most countries by 
latching on to - what else? - Israel. 

Israel may still be able to count on the support of some 
American and European friends. But the cards are stacked 
against it. And since UN Secretary General Perez de Cuellar's 
suggestion that resolutions be passed only on the basis of a 
consensus, meaning unanimously, is likely to be rejected, it is a 
virtual certainty that Zionism will again be bracketed with 
colonialism, racism and apartheid as an “obstacle” to the 
development of women. Not that it matters. Zionism, and 
Israel, have already been arraigned and found guilty in Nairobi. 

Apparently not much thought was given in Jerusalem earlier 
this year to the possibility of staying away from the conference, 
and of trying to induce friendly states to boycott it. too, in 
protest against the deliberate corruption of the goals of the 
Decade for Women. The decision must in any case have been 
that a wide boycott could not easily be organized, that Israel 
should under no circumstances give up its right to be repre- 
sented at any UN event, and that it would be better to minimize 
the damage by articulating Israel's desire for peace and by 
refuting lies and innuendos. 

There is some cogency to the argument. Israel’s able 
delegates should certainly be able to counter the hypocritical 
Arab charge that West Bank women have no way of getting 
abortions by pointing out that this can only be due to the 
enforcement, by Palestinian officials, of the Jordanian penal 
law which, on this point, is no more severe, and may in fact be 
more liberal, that the law in most Arab lands. 

B ut Israel’s voice of rationality is bound to be drowned out by 
the chorus of invective blared out by a multitude of Arab and 
pro-Arab megaphones. The result can only be Israeli self- 
:in.i« orient.

The chief rabbis also expressed 
their opposition to the building of 
the Mormon Brigham Young Uni- 
versity extension campus on Mt. 
Scopus, contending that the new 
centre would be used for missionary 
activities. 

Today at 5:30 the rabbis are to 
participate in a prayer protest 
against the centre, which is under 
construction. 

“We waited 2,000 years for Eretz 
Yisrael." Rabbi Messas said. “Now 
what’s left of it? The missionaries 
took some . the Mormons took some . 
the Reform iJews) took some. 
There’s nothing left for us.” 

The rabbis said it was impossible 
to examine each individual case to 
determine if Ethiopian Jews had 
married non-Jews previously. They 
also said that 4.000 Ethiopian olim 
who arrived before the current 
group had undergone ritual immer- 
sion without protest. 

Nobody was questioning the com- 
munity's Jewish ness. the rabbis said. 


adding that they had ordered reli- 
gious schools to accept Ethiopian 
pupils. 

The chief rabbis said they did not 
wish the Ethiopians to be isolated 
from the rest of the Jewish commun- 
ity because questions about their 
Jewishness prevented them from 
marrying other Jews. They said no- 
body would be forced to undergo the 
ceremony against their will. 

A group of Ethiopian olim will 
meet Peres and Absorption Minister 
Ya’acovTsur next Wednesday about 
the conversions, Tsur told Kol Yis- 
rael radio. 

He added that he believed the 
olim should be recognized as Jews. 

Migdal Ha’emek Rabbi David 
Grossman said everything necessary 
to make the Ethiopians feel at home 
in Israel should be done. The immer- 
sions were necessary, because some 
non-Jews came to Israel in the airlifts 
with observant Jews from Ethiopia. 

Grossman also said he would ask 
other groups of olim to undergo 
ritual immersion to encourage the 
Ethiopians. If that did not succeed, 
he would ask Peres and Vice Pemier 
Yitzhak Shamir to immerse them- 
selves as well to show the Ethiopians 
there is nothing wrong with the cere- 
mony.

a main partner in the peace process. 
By phrasing the same Israeli position 
in a positive manner, Peres could be 
trying to inject some substance into 
the repeated Israeli offers to the 
Soviets to renew relations. 

The Soviets have often informally 
indicated that they regret their deci- 
sion to sever ties after the 1967 Six 
Day War. Israel’s only ammunition 
in its quest to renew these relations 
has been agreement to waive its 
objection to Soviet participation in 
the peace process. 

Ilya Zemtsov, a Russian-affairs 
specialist who heads the Internation- 
al Research Centre on Contempor- 
ary Society in Israel, notes that 
“anti-Zionist propaganda with its 
sharply anti-Semitic overtones has 


suddenly and without fanfare begun 
disappearing from the pages of the 
Soviet press.” 

There have also been signs of a 
major reappraisal of foreign policy 
in general spearheaded by the new 
Soviet leader, Mikhail Gorbachev, 
Zemtsov says. 

Foreign Ministry sources con- 
finned that there bad indeed been a 
decrease in the number of anti-Israel 
articles in the Soviet press. But these 
sources cautioned that despite the 
decrease in the number of articles 
against Israel there was no change in 
the content or tone of the relatively 
few articles which were published. * 

These remained vitriolic, so it was 
hard to tell yet whether the decrease 
in numbers reflected a real change in 
policy. 


A FAIR SHAKE 


THE ISRAELI police received from 
the legislature die authority to use 
force when necessary. Unfortunate- 
ly, policemen are often required to 
use that authority. 

Every citizen victimized by vio- 
lence. by break-ins to his home, 
workplace or automobile, expects 
that the policeman mil arrest the 
criminal, even if the arrest involves 
the use of force. 

Every dozen expects that the 
police patrols encountering a suspi- 
cious person near his car or home, or 
on a dark street along which his 
daughter walks, will find out from 
that suspicious person just what he is 
up to. And if it is necessary, every 
citizen wants the police patrol to 
detain the suspect for investigation, 
even if that involves the use of force. 

Every citizen going out to demon- 
strate according to Ms or her view, 
expects the policeman to stop those 
who would seek to disrupt the de- 
monstration, or to remove from the 
street those who have gathered ille- 
gally, and threaten public property 
or public safety. If there is need, 
citizens want the police to use force.

deserving punishment and repri- 
mand. 


Investigations for the purpose of 
differentiating between the legiti- 
mate use of force and violence are 
conducted by the police in the most 
painstaking mann er. This is done by 
a special national unit that has no 
obligations to the unit it investigates. 

The investigator’s file is then 
transferred to the attorney-general's 
office, which is in charge of criminal 
prosecution, and it is the attorney- 
general who determines whether the 
proper venue for a trial is a police 
disciplinazy court or a criminal 
court. 


THE POLICE accept the best of 
those who seek to join the force. If 
there is an atmosphere of political or 
sodal'intolerance among the public, 
if there is a public feeling with regard 
to the media, those attitudes may not 
exclude die police which is recruited 
from that same public. 

Police commanders cannot be 
held responsible for the personal 
views of the policeman. All that the 
commanders can'do is to forbid the 
expression of those views during the 
course of police. work, and to take 
the strongest possible action, to pre- 
vent any inappropriate behaviour 
resulting from those views. 


ALL THIS has nothing to do with 
the illegitimate use of force. But this 
does have something to do with 
teaching a lesson: there should never 
be haste in judging and sentencing a 
policeman on complaints of vio- 
lence. Only professional enquiries 
can prove whether a policeman did 
his duty as dictated by law, or failed 
in Ms duty, using violence and thus 


A comparison of judgments and 
sentences handed down by the disci- 
plinary courts and those of the cri- 
minal courts in such matters does not 
show that the criminal courts are 
harsher than the police disciplinary 
courts. Indeed, many times police- 
men who face charges in the police 
disciplinary court have asked to be 
.tried in a criminal court. 


Policemen, as part of their job, are 
in a constant conflict with c rimin als, 
who do not accept obedience to the 
laws of the society. A c riminal en- 
countering a policeman is not in a 
comfortable position and responds 
correspondingly. The policeman 
must not respond to insults and pro- 
vocations, including personal in-' 
suits, and is not allowed to respond 
to physical harassment except to the 
extent that is necessary to make the 
arrest or to protea himself. 


THE NATURE of the policeman's 
work places a most heavy burden on 
Mm. The policeman cannot do his 
. work without some measure of 
understanding from the public. The 
public's criticism of violence by 
policemen is not only natural, but 
also desirable. But care must be 
taken to insure that the criticism is

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directed at those deserving it. There 
must be caution so that the criticism 
does not stain the vast majority of 
the police who have nothing to do 
with offensive behaviour. 

As inspector-general of the Israel 
police, I object to the wholesale 


sullying of the police force in recent 
newspaper articles. The police of 
Israel, who do their work with loyal- 
ty and with unlimited dedication, 
deserve gratitude from the public 
and a fair shake from the press.

I HAVE always felt that a little bit of 
paranoia never hurts. Yet there is a 
fine line between obsessive paranoia 
and studied concern. 

Should we ban the Mormons and 
other Christian organizations from 
operating in Israel because we fear 
their proselytizing activities? Or 
should be accept their assurances 
that they will not missionize? 

These questions are not easily 
answered. Jews are often concerned 
with the ulterior religious motives of 
Christian groups who give political 
backing to Israel. 

Ostensibly, the Mormons are pre- 
sented as friends of Israel. Jerusalem 
Mayor Teddy Kollek, in a gesture of 
magnanimity, has given them a 
choice piece of Jerusalem real estate 
on wMch to build their Israel study 
centre. For Israel, it is a huge public 
relations success. 

The fears some people have about 
the Mormons' real intentions - pro- 
selytizing among the Jews - are tre- 
ated as paranoia. However, why 
haven’t the Mormons agreed to sign 
a pledge to refrain from missionary 
activities? 

The problem is not that some Jews 
see a missionary Lurking behind ev- 
ery Christian. The problem, in my. 
view, is how eagerly some accept the 
denials of some Christians as to the 
true nature of their activities. 

In the U.S. in 1976, letters sent out 
by the Christian Friends of Israel 
Committee (wMch I saw) bailed 


The missionary problem

Jewish contributions to America, 
but also praised the Jews* “greatest 
contribution to mankind” - Jesus 
Christ. 


THE CULMINATION of my in- 
terest came with the appearance of a 
Rev. Morris Cerullo in a week-long 
“crusade" in Cleveland, OMo. 

Cerulio’s crusade and publications 
stressed the necessity of the Jews 
accepting Jesus as their saviour if he 
is to make Ms much-heralded second 


coming. 

In one of Ms pampMets, Cerullo 
discussed Ms own acceptance of 
Jesus as the f ulfilmen t of his Juda- 
ism. Another pamphlet, entitled 
“Israel: Key to Prophecy,” discus- 
sed the Apocalypse, in which the 
anti-Christ and Arabs would join 
forces against the Jews in Israel. He 
claused that only by accepting Jesus 
as divine would the Jews be saved 
and the Kingdorh of God established 
on earth. 

Not long after Cerulio’s Cleveland 
appearance, a programme about 
Masada appeared on American tele- 
vision, produced by CeruUo and 
others with the assistance of the late 


Yigael Yadin. Almost all of the 
American Jewish press carried 
advertisements for the programme. 
The publications and yadin were 
later taken to task, for at the end of 
the programme, Cerullo made a 
pitch to Jews to convert. 

A couple of years ago, Jerusalem 
Gty Councillor Viva Sivan (Tadir- 
Matzad) was derided for her 
attempts to halt the meetings being 
held at Jerusalem's Shalom Hotel by 
Cerullo. The press reported that the 
meetings were not missionary in Ma- 
ture, despite what Sivan and others 
charged. 

Are all Christians innocent of en- 
gaging in the missionary activities 
they are accused of? 

Let ns take, for example, the case 
of Dr. Robert Lindsey and his Nar- 
kiss Street Baptist Church. When it 
was torched three years ago it was 
thought that Jewish extremists were 
responsible for die arson. “Every- 
one was eager to jump on the Lind- 
sey bandwagon, perhaps to avoid 
accusations in American Christian 
circles of Jewish religious bigotry in 
Israel. 

Lindsey vehemently denied in- 


timations that he was involved in 
proselytizing. Many people, includ- 
ing Teddy Kollek. jumped to Lind- 
sey's defence. 


I WONDER if Dr. Lindsey recalls 
an appearance he I made on the 
Christian Broadcasting Network’s 
700 Club programme several years 
back. 

The 700 Club is a Christian talk 
show on Middle East Television. 
(Under the original agreement 
worked out by the station’s founders 
and the Begin government, it would 
not beam its programmes toward 
Israel. So much for the validity of 
simed agreements.) 

I happened to catch Lindsey’s 
appearance back in the U.S. while 
channel hopping late one night in the 
hope of finding something mildly 
entertaining. I heard the 700 Club 
host mention that Ms next guest bad 
important news from Israeli 

Interested in what the “other 
side” has to say about Jews and 
Israel. I viewed on. The guest was a 
lecturer from a Baptist, college in 
Texas who had just returned from 
the excavations at the City of David- 


Next on the programme was Dr. 
Lindsey. Host Pat Robertson com- 
mented that Lindsey appeared 
rather dejected. Lindsey affirmed 
the observation. He attributed his 
melancholy to his lack of success in 
converting the Jews in Israel. 

The problem is now whether to 
believe Lindsey’s melancholy for 
failing in missionary work or Ms 
denials that he had ever engaged in 
it. 

The critical issue here is how we 
approach the reality of Christianity 
when Christian denominations view 
missionary activities as the fulfil- 
ment of their purpose on earth. 

The issue is a delicate one. Who 
but we Jews better understand the 
clangers of limiting religious free- 
dom? Yet, we should not split intel- 
lectual hairs by saying we do not 
deny the right of Christians to prac- 
tise their religion but rather to mis- 
sionize. 

The only answer we have to the 
missionaries is education. By edu- 
cating our cMldren to understand 
and appreciate their own religion we 
can thwart the missionary’s goals. 

We also need to be honest with 
ourselves when dealing with the 
issue of missionary activity. Denying 
that it exists has not eradicated the 
problem. Legislation and written 
agreements are not the answer 
either.

nade was thrown at a mosque in 
Jaffa; vandals broke into the offices 
of an Arabic daily newspaper. In all 
these incidents, the suspects were 
the ultra-Orthodox and right-wing 
(Kach) camps. 

As a humanist, I presuppose the 
right of every human being to free- 
dom of religion and expression. Un- 
fortunately, intolerance and bigotry 
seem to be just as intrinsically a part 
of the above-mentioned groups’ cre- 
do and will, I am afraid, be the ruin 
of this country. 

Our founding Zionist fathers en- 


visioned this land to be a haven of 
■humanistic (secular) Jewish values. 
These groups make a mockery ofour 
Jewishness and also alienate the 
majority of our inhabitants, who do 
not share their views. The disprop- 
ortionate power they are able to 
exert in the government sets a 
dangerous precedent for the various 
Orthodox communities who there- 
fore feel they have the rightto coerce 
the rest of us into submitting to then- 
beliefs.

Such pedesr 
trians are endangered, particularly 
pregnant women, persons carrying 
infonts or other burdens, persons 
pushing baby-cariages, small chil- 
dren. 

This is unfortunate. However, as 
Mr. Meitar has put it, “residents 
should have a right to drive and park 
in the city.” And dearly - given the. 
scarcity of parking {daces that are 
both legal and convenient - this 
means cars will be illegally parked. 

Those are the facts. The solution is 
simple; 


Pedestrians should be banned 
from the city; or at least from those 
areas where the pavements are nar- 
row. If this cannot be entirely 
accomplished, exceptions could be 
made for pedestrians who have pas- 
sed tests for agility and physical 
fitness, and who carry insurance in- 
demnifying unfortunate drivers 
whose cars may be damaged when 
striking a pedestrian. 

Right. What’s the next problem?
